Sixty Per Cent. of Wortd’s Supply of 
Red Cedar is in British Columbia 
‘The manufacture of ‘red cedar 
shingles is a branch of the forest in- 
dustries of British Columbia of out- 

standing importance. 


manufactured 2,500,000,000 shingles to 
approximate value of $10,000,000. If 
laid end to end this. yearly cut .of 
shingles woulda reach . over 770,000 
miles, or more than 30 times. around 
the earth. Approximately 1,000 feet 
of lumber is required to make 8,000 
shingles. The annual shingle cut of 
British Columbia would also provide 
roofs for 125,000 modern residences. 

Red cedar grows to the best ad- 
vantage in British Columbia, which 
possesses 60 per cent. of the world’s 
‘supply of this wonderful timber. In 
1923 the red cedar cut was 573,000,- 
000 feet, Considerably more than 
half of this amount was used in the 
manufacture of shingles. .The shin- 
gle industry jm the province has an an- 
amual payroll of $3,000,000 and employs 
about 2,600 men, irrespective of those 
engaged in logzing the red cedar for 
shingle “manufacture. .

Lignite Coal Development 


Saskatchewan Government Negotiat: 
Ing With Private Concern to ‘Take 
Over Bienfait Plant 

Control of the lignite plant at Bien- 
fait, Sask., is now in the hands of the 
Saskatchewan Government, which is 
negotiating with one or two_firms to 
take pver the plant and operate it asa 
commerefal utility 

An announcement to this effeét was 
made by Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Minister 
in charge of the Bureau of Labor and 
Industries. ’ 

“The plant which, after all, was only 
an a con station, has served its 
purpose in demonstrating the possibil- 
ity of making briquettes from carbon. 
ized lignite,” said Mr. Gasdiner. “Some 
chemical and mechanical problems 
were worked out and what Yemains 
now of the origins’ scheme is to prove 
the commercial feasibility of the pro- 
ject. 

“The Federal Government haw relin- 
quished its equity in the plant to tte 
Saskaichewan Government provided 
the plant and equipment. are used to 
complete the wotk as originally, plan- 
ned when the three Governments or- 
ganized: the undertaking. The Goy- 
ernment.of Manitoba, while withdraw- } 
ing from the agreement some time ago 
has also expressed a willingness to al- 
low its equity to remain while the 
plant is in operation. 

“It is not the policy of this Govern- 
ment to embark on any commercial 
undertaking and we will not therefore

Sea Herring Most Important of the 
Food Fishes of Canada 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service ‘of the Department of the In- 
terfor at Ottawa says:— 

The sea” herring is a comparatively 
small fish, yet it is one of the most 
important of the food fishes of Canada. 
On both the east and weet cdasts 
large catches are seécured. On the 
east coast Nova Scotia last year took 
8,256 toms, New BrunsWick 12,166 tons, 
Prince Edward Island 2,554 tons, and 
Quebee 8,245 tons. British Columbia 
‘produced 65,000 tons, 

The British Columbia coastal waters 
are, however, Canada’s greatest her- 
ring fishery, They are found along 
almost the entice length of. the coast, 
but particularly arourfd Vancouver Is- 
land they are very plentiful. 

A large packing industry has been 
built up for what is known as “Scotch 
cured” herring, which consists “of 
cleaning, salting and packing the fish 
in barrels. Six thousand barrels of 
this pack were put up In British Col- 
umbia last year, 

The Orient ig the ‘chief market for 
herring, which, to-meet this demand; 
are dry salted only. Last year fifty 
thousand tons were put up in. this 
manner for China and Japan. This 
50,000 tons represented approximately 
700,000,000 fish. It is olaimed. by 
fishermen that the supply of herring is 
ample and that there is no likelihood 
of depletion due to the large takings. 

Of the 1923 catch of herrings,- 35 
tons were used fresh, 5,005 cases Were 
canned, 224% tons were smoked, 37,- 
139 tons (net weight) were dry salt- 
ed, 21,72, barrels were pickled, 165,- 
133. barxels were used as bait, and 72,- 
465 barrels were used as fertilizer. 

The herring.is but one of the many 
commercial fishes for which the fish- 
erles of Canada are famous, and in 
point of value, when freshly caught 
brought a revenue to-the fisherman-olf 
$1,620,449, or a little under one cent, 
per pound, >

Asphalt Lake In Trinidad 


Constantly Renewed and Supply

Cyclones and Tornadoes 


Tornadoes Only “Appear During Cer- 
tain Prescribed Hours of the 
Day 

Most people get topnadoes and 
cyclones mixed up. Of course, eliher 
of them is a bad thing to get mixed 
up with, 

In the first place, nearly everyone 
has the idea that-summer time is tor- 
nado time, but this isn’t true at all. 
On the contrary, the tornado season 
is mainly fn March, April and May. 
Aprilis the big month for tornadoes. 

The tornado is an upright, revoly- 
ing, roaring, destroying cloud. Ty- 
phoons and monsoons, also confused 
with tornadoes. are storms covering. 
large areas, hundreds of miles in dia- 
meter, and they give rise to straight 
winds only. The winds of a tornado 
have a violent rotary motion. 
word “cyclone” refers, correctly, to 
the great storm areas which pass, 
week by week, across the country. 

There 1s a definite relationship be- 
tween clouds and times of day even. 
Different periods of the same day will 
produce différent clouds, The tor- 
nado comes usual’y in the late after- 
noon or the early evening, The hours 
from 3 to 10 p.m. will include all

In the United States the Mississippi 
valley is hardest hit and gets most of 
these funnel-shuped clouds, The tor 
nado is unknown in California and 
New England 

The wreckage in its wake is often 
very terrible. This is due to the tre- 
mendous wind, for the outer walla of 
the funnel may travel at from 800 to 
600 miles per hour, In the very een- 
tre there is probably a vaccum which 
bursts open all objects which with- 
stand the outer winds. A tornado 
at its largest wilkebe less than one 
thensand fect wide at. its base, so that

Each Heir Cuts Away His Share of the 
Home Property 

Here and there on the island -of 
Tahiti! may be seen fragments of 
houses with the ends cut away, ex- 
posing bare rooms enclosed on three 
sides while the fourth remains open 
to the weather; houses with veran- 
dahs- goné; houses cut in-half, others 
with their fron roofs taken away. In- 
quiry brings to Nght the information 
that these forlorn exhibits represent 
the workings ofthe French inherit- 
ance laws as applied to Tahiti, 

In former tlmes when the head of 
the family died the title to the prop” 
erty was vested in the eldest. child, 
who conserved it for the benefit of the 
family at large.

Fishing Device With Tassel Projects

The Natural “History Museum in 
South Kensington, London, has just 
received a queer fish of a species new 
to science.

One word, with letters 45 feet high, 
has been set upon a mountainside 
near Los Angeles to dgsignate a real 
estate subdivision.
